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Contributing Is My Game 


It has become such a regular occurrence at this time 
of year that Paul Trimboli can just about adjust the date 
settings on his watch by it. 


It is almost time for kick-off to the new National 
Soccer League season and Trimboli knows that someone, 
somewhere js inevitably going to pose that dreaded 10 
letter word ~ RETIREMENT. 


Being a humble, good-natured guy, he'll break into a 
broad smile and let out a laugh that still has a likeable, 
schoolboyish touch about it when the subject is broached 


Trimboli has become used to the words “will this be 
your last season?” for they have been put to him countless 
times over the last three years or so. 


“| know when the National League is about to start when 
various people, notably the media, ask me if it is going to 
be my last season,” he says, “It has become standard in 
recent times.” 


At 32 and now approaching his 16th season _ an amazing 
15 of those with South Melbourne _ in the NSL, Trimboli 
knows his illustrious career is edging closer to finishing. 


But, while Father Time might be knocking on his door, 
the little genius who has thrilled South fans for many 
years, is not yet ready to let the white whiskered one put 
even a little toe inside. 


"Retirement hasn't even crossed my mind,” he says. 
“I'm feeling really good. If anything, training fulltime, 
twice a day several days a week has been a spark for me. 


“After all this time [in the game I've got to know my 
body very well. | think it is coping fine. 


“I know a lot of players say they will take things year by 
year but there is no reason why | can’t go on for a few 
more years yet. 


“As long as | am contributing then that’s my aim...to 
keep going.” 


And that is good news for his myriad fans, not only at 
South Melbourne but around the country for it is hard to 
imagine the NSL and South without the sandy-haired, 
pocket dynamo _ he of the sublime skill, vision and 
goalscoring majesty. 


Trimboli has been part of the South Melbourne furniture 
= he might even own it; he has been there that long! - 
since joining the club in 1988 from Sunshine George 
Cross. And, barely a year has gone by when he has not had 
some sort of influence on the success of this proud club, 
which has become the flagship of Victorian soccer in the 
last decade,

Trimboli’s reward has been three championship medals 
(1990-91, 1997-98, 1998-99), two NSL player-of-the-year 
and two NSL under 21 player-of-the-year awards and a 
35-game Socceroo career which, many believe, should 
have been at least doubled 


But, as is typical, Trimmers refuses to dwell past 
achievements or on what could have or should have been, 


Instead, he prefers to look ahead, to look at what can be 
done for his beloved South Melbourne 


Such is his passion for the club that he does not see 
himself ever playing for anyone else. For a time, a season 
could not pass without Trimboli getting an offer to join 
another club 


More often than not, the money on offer was more than 
he was getting at South. But, he always chose to stay, so 
much so that the suitors eventually gave up trying to 
entice him away. 


“As much as | want to continue playing for as long as! 
can, ultimately, the decision might not be left to me,” he 
says. “Obviously management sometimes has a say in 
these matters. 


“If the time comes when South think my time is up then 
| would probably just walk away....but not to another club. 
It is hard to imagine wearing the jersey of another club.” 


With a number of milestones ahead of him this season 
there is, thankfully, no sign of Trimmers being given the 
dreaded tap on the shoulder. 


Trimboli’s record of achievement in the NSL makes 
outstanding reading. 


Another four.games will see him overtake Mike O'Shea 
into third spot behind Alex Tobin and Sergio Metta in the 
all-time list of NSL appearances. Another 19 will see him 
pass 400 for South. And another 10 goals will help him 
leapfrog sixth-placed van Kelic [116] and fifth-placed 
Marshall Soper (119) in the NSL's all-time goalscoring list. 


But, Trimboli is not about records. “Yes, I'm proud to 
have achieved what | have so far...it is an honour, but there 
is more to the game than that,” he says. 


“Football has been about life-long and lasing friendships 
and camaraderie. It has been about sharing the good and 
the bad times with the fans, It's been about fun and about 
being loyal.”

Dieg “Congratulations on your appointment. You tasted 
finals football as coach with both Carlton and Marconi but 
your recent stint at the Stallions appeared to leave you quite 


disenchanted with the game in this country. 

What was it about the South offer that managed to rekindle 
your desire to coach again? 

Krncevic: “The first reason was basically my desire to 
return to my home town and family roots.

South 
Melbourne is the only club on my mind at the moment.” 

Diegos: “What do you think got you the job at South 
Melbourne and how are you going to tackle the significant 
changes that have occurred’at the club over the off season?” 

Krncevic: " It is a club that has tried to employ my services 
in the past. For the last 20 years they have tried to get me 
down to the club as a player and more recently as a coach. 
For me | guess its third time lucky and I'm very glad that 
they persevered. The changes that have occurred are for the 
positive in my opinion. The club has decided to take a different 
outlook and concentrate on youth development, which | also 
believe is the way to go. The postponement of the World Club 
Championship and the financial struggles the clubs are going 
through leaves all clubs with little option really, Sure there 
are some quality players that have left but | think we've 
feplaced them with quality so | don’t think that we're bad 
shape at all.” 

Diegos: "With the new emphasis on youth development are 
you going to ‘spare the rod and spoil the child’ or are you 
going to employ the tried and true ‘no pain - no gain’ 
approach to coaching? ~ 

Krneevic: “Sure we are going to employ a youth policy but 
this doesn’t mean that we are going to throw inexperienced 


players into the deep end. You'll find that one or two will be 
introduced slowly and nurtured along the way. So | guess | 
won't get the whip out as such but they will know what will be 
expected of them.” 

Diegos; ‘Its well known that previous coach of South, 
Mickey Peterson had his problems with elements of the 
South crowd. It got so bad that it was revealed after 
Peterson's departure that he most probably would've lost his 
job over the issue at the end of the season anyway. They are 
an unforgiving bunch down there at Bob Jane. How do you 
intend to win them over? 

Krneevic: “Obviously you want to'play some good football 
and get results but there will need to be some patience 
because we are in a rebuilding phase. Whatever happened 
last year | can't comment on because | wasn't there but 
hopefully the home fans wilt support the team with passion. 
That in the end is what it’s all about. | really believe that apart 
from Perth Glory fans, the South fans are the most passionate 
in the country.” 

Diegos: ‘Club captain, Paul Trimboli will be under the spotlight 
this season after having a couple of indifferent campaigns over 
the last few years. What's your plan for Paul? Impact player off 
the bench or will you be looking for him to lead from the front on 
the field?’ 

Krncevic; “Paul is a true professional and to be honest \'m 
extremely excited to be working alongside him this season.
